Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature which was examined by the Classification Office and the decision 
registered on 1 October 2004 (OFLC No: 401387). It was classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The feature is a violent dystopian Japanese thhllei; in which high school students are sent to an 
island to track down and kill a well-known international terrorist. The running time of the current 
version of the feature is 12 min and 54 sec longer than the previously classified version. The 
publication has been examined and the feature has been compared to the previously classified 
version to determine the location of the extra material. The current publication also has some 
trailers and approximately one hour and 38 min of behind the scenes footage focusing on 
interviews with cast and crew which are intercut with scenes from the feature. The feature's 
additional material and the other components on the DVD are consistent with the R18 
classification given to the previously classified version.
